3. The following: X-ray diffraction analysis was 
obtained to show that; the metal oxide particle obtained 
under the experimental conditions shown in Example 1 of 
US2004/0087440A1 has cerium (CeOa) primary particles and 
zirconia (ZrO^) primary particles rather than ceria-zircotiia 
solid solution (CeOj-ZrOz) : 
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In the above X-xay diffxacrion analysis, peaks of 
ceria (CeOz) and peaXs of ziirconia (ZrOa) are shown, 
respectively, rather than peaks of ceria-ziiconia solid 
solution <Ce02-Zr02) - Peaks of ceria-zirconia solid 
solution (Ce02-Zr02) can not be found, although such peaks 
would have been found, if any, between adjoining p^aka of 
ceria (CeOz) and zirconia (ZrOz) , Therefore, according to 
the above X-ray diffraction analysis, it is shown that the 
metal oxide particle obtained under the experimental 
conditions shown in Example 1 of U82004/0087 440A1 has 
cerium (CeO^) primary particles and zirconia (ZrOa) primary
